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THE MONROE DOCTRINE, 


Because a Frenchman wanted to dig 
a ditch across the Isthmus, many of 
the newspapers have come out with 
articles on the Monroe doctrine, and 
declared that the control of an Isthmus 


contrary to the principles laid down 
by President Monroe. The Monroe 
doctrine seems not to be very clearly 
understood. Itis,in the first place, 
not a national principle, but simply 
the personal opinion of its author. 
The doctrine has never received the 
sanction of Congress, and therefore 
cannot be said to embody the national 
policy. 

The Monroe doctrine found its first 
authoritative expression in President 
Monroe's message to Congress in 1823. 
It is set forth in two passages of that 
document, which read as follows: 


“We owe it, therefore, to candor and 
to the amicable relations existing be- 
tween the United States and those 
powers [European] to declare that we 
should consider any attempt on their 
part to extend their system to any 
portion of this hemisphere as danger- 
ous to our peace and safety. With 
the existing colonies or dependencies 
of any European powers we have not 
interfered, and shall not interfere. 
But with the governments who have 
declared their independence and 
maintained it, and whose independ- 
ence we have on great consideration 
and on just principles acknowledged, 
we could not view any interposition 
for the purpose of oppressing them or 
controlling in any other manner their 
destiny, by any European power, in 
any other light than as a manifesta- 
tion of an unfriendly disposition to- 
ward the United States.” P 

That was in relation to Spanish 
America and the Holy Alliance. This 
refers to pending negotiations with 
Russia concerning boundaries in North 
America: 


“In the discussion to which this in- 
terest has given rise, the occasion has 
been judged proper for asserting as a 
principle in which the rights and in- 
terests of the United States are involv- 
ed, that the American continents, by 
the free and independent condition 
which they have assumed and main- 
tain, are henceforth not to be consid- 
ered assubjects for future coloniza- 
tion by any European power.” 

Here, then, is the Monroe doctrine 
as stated by its author. If there is 
anything in it which concerns ditches, 
canals, or other water rights, we fail to 


see it. 
THE NEW YORK CONVENTION. 


The strongest third term card that 
has yet been played, was the casting 
of the vote of the New York Republi- 
can State Convention for Grant. Conk- 
ling ruled the Convention, as it was 
well known he would, and the dele- 
gates to the National Nominating 
Convention were instructed to vote 
for Grant.

“They 
want to be murderers as well as 
thieves. We don’t want any more 
talk, we want action now. Mark your 
cowards, men. Every one who sits 
back and refuses to sign this roll is a 
white-livered sneak, and you ought to 
spot him. I am glad you have alread 
twenty-two soldiers. Put Springfiel 
rifies into their hands and they will 
whip twice their number of hired 
bummers. We are treading on the 
edge ofa volcano. I know a com- 
pany that has been organized a year. 
The call may come to-morrow, and 
you have seen that gas won't do; now 
is the time to act.” 


The blood of the respectable, order 
loving and property§*holding citizens 
of San Francisco is being stirred by 
these dastardly threats. A _ feeling 
prevails among that class that, sooner 
or later, the miscreants who are incit- 
ing the Workingmen to arson and 
murder will have to be summarily 
dealt with. San Francisco 
purged herself of cut-throats and in- 
cendiaries and she may do so again.

THROUGH THE GOLDEN GATE 

The 8S. F, Bulletin publishes a table 
of exports by sea from San Francisco 
for the past ten years, showing the 
value of merchandise shipped to for- 
eign ports. It is interesting to notice 
where all the vast shipments went that 
have passed through the Golden Gate 
during the last decade. Their total 
value $273,686,400. Of this 
amount Great Britain received the 
Lion's share—$142,599,250. New 
York took $42,655,000. China is 
down for $22,929,600, but most of that 
amount went to the British port of 
Hong Kong. San Francisco sends 
little to Chinese ports, and buys in 
them much more than she sells. Mex- 
ico is a good customer, her purchases 
footing up over $11,000,000, while the 
British Columbia and Hawaiian Is- 
lands each took goods worth over 
$8,000,000. Japan bought over $6,- 
000,000, Central America $5,000,000, 
Peru and Australia each over $4,000,- 
000. Siberia’s little bill was $1,220,- 
400, so that cold little customer, away 
up north, is a better patron of San 
Francisco than Imperial Germany, 
whose account falls under $1,000,000.

The Bentonian, a little seven-by- 
nine semi-weekly — at Bentoa, 
Mono county, California, by Dan 
Jones, has entered upon its second 
volume.

Our cash book shows that we have 
collected in coin just $55 50. Of this 
sum $21 50 has gone for firewood, 
$5 50 for freight, $5 for rent and for 
washing—no, we have worn the same 
shirt ever siace we started the paper— 
leaviog a balance of $24 50 for inci 
dental ofhce and household expenses: 
Against this $55 50 we have given 
from 14 to 16 hours’ labor every day, 
including Sunday, each week we bave 
printed the paper. The semi-weekly 
contained, when printed full, about 
20,000 ems, making 40,000 for the 
week, which is the average printer's 
week’s work, without performing any 
other labor. In addition te this week’s 
work at the case we have looked after 
the chores of the office; made up the 
forms; cut the paper; washed the roll- 
ers; worked the press; put up the 
mails and carried the papers. We 
have bought, begged, borrowed or 
stolen the firewood, and chopped and 
split it with a borrowed ax. We have 
done our gwno cooking and lived On 
one meal and aceld lunch per day, 
never getting a square meal except 
when a chance half-dollar fell in our 
way and we would feel so rich that we 
wouldjrush up to the California Hotel.

Sanitary Suggestions for Small Towns. 


Dr. Farley, in the Gilroy Advocate 
of Fe 2ist, says: The town of 
Gilroy has and still is one of the 
healthiest localities in the State of 
California. Nevertheless, unless some 
sanitary measures are established, it 
may become one of the most un- 
healthy. If a walk is taken about the 
town between the hours of one and 
four o’clock any night, one’s olfactory 
nerves will be ed with noisesome 
smells that do not exactly conform to 
the “6° dl myrrh, anise and cum- 
niin. itic or sewer rvades 
the aseatetidne showing that the cess- 
pools of the town are in a very bad 
condition, calling loudly upon the 
constituted authorities to put forth 
some of their power to supply a rem- 
edy. I have lately had under treai- 
ment several cases of typhoid fever, 
which I attribute to the foul air 
breathed and the water drank. 

Why not have the city supplied 
with an arrangement wherewith cess- 
pools can be cleansed? The town is 
extended over too much ground, and 
the population is not large enouglt to 
have a system of sewerage. That 
would be too smpeubee. Tet there 
are other means. One of these odor- 
less excavators could be had, and with | 
a proper force could keep everything 
clean. All property-owners could 
easily supply themselves with disin- 
fectants, and very cheaply at that. 
Salt and lime are cheap. By addins 
them together, one-fourth salt and 
three-fourths lime, with sufficient 
water to form a pulpy mass, chloride 
of lime is made. If made by throw- 
dry lime and salt into the cesspool or 
about the premises, and water added 
with a sprinkler, you get the benefi- 
cial effect produced by the evolution 
of chloride gas, as the combination of 
chloride of lime is formed. Another 
good purifier is a solution of copperas 
(sulphate of iron), one pound of the 
common copperas of commerce to ten 
gallons of water is a very cheap disin- 
fectant, which thrown into pools or 
about the premises purifies the atmos- 
phere.

Your petitioners, residents of the 
State of Nevada, would respectfully 
represent that the Government lands— 
even numbered sections—remaining 
unsold, within the limits of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad grant, in the 


. State of Nevada, are of the character 


known as Desert lands; that cannot be 
cultivated, except by artificial means 
of irrigation, and that a large 
proportion of the same are unre- 
claimable by reason of their altitude 
and remoteness from springs or other 
natural water sources. 

That with the exception Si small 
and unimportant tracts, the best of 
such lands—those lying nearest to 
water—have been disposed of by the 


Government, at the double minimum 
price, two dollars and fifty cents per

hat the remaining portion of the 
even numbered sections within said 
railroad limits are, in their natural 
condition, only fit for grazing purpos- 
es; being in part mountainous or hilly, 
and mostly covered with sage brush, 
and produce but a limited and sparse 
growth of bunch grass, and requiring 
a large area of land f support an or- 
dinary herd of cattle. 

That on account of the difficulty and 
great expense attending the procuring 
of water for irrigating’ purposes, and 
the high price fixed ($2 50 per acre),

Your petitioners would further rep- 
resent that the rainfall in Nevada is

FIGHTING FEES. 


The Legal Sparring Match Be- 
tween Bowman and Mann. 


The “Agreed Cases” Before the District 
Coart Friday— Fees are in 
Dispute—No Dishonesty Imputed— 
The Windiogsand Turnings of the 
Law—A Taste of Equity. 


The “agreed cases,” concerning the 
legality of certain fees charged the 
county by the Sheriff, Clerkand Jus 
tice of the Peace, were argued and 
submitted in the District Court Friday 
evening. Those fees have been a bone 
of contention in the county for years. 
With a view to a fair and satisfactory 
settlement, it was agreed between the 
several county officers concerned and 
the county commissioners to submit 
the whole matter to arbitration, either 
to the Supreme Court or to one of the 
District Courts. By mutual consent 
of the parties it was decided to sub- 
mit the case to Judge King for de- 
cision. Accordingly the cause of 
Washoe county vs. Walker, et al., 
came before the Court Friday evening. 
The proceedings were in open court, 
but the argument attracted no tax- 
payers. 

OPENING THE BALL. 

The county was represented by 
District Attorney Bowman. In open- 
ing his argument, he said that the 
fees complained of had been charged 
by officials in this county from time 
immemorial; that it was entirely a 
question of law and not of morality; 
that the character of the officials was 
in no sense impeached, and their in- 
tegrity was unquestioned. Mr. Bow- 
man then proceeded to take up the 
various fees in detail, giving his 
reasons for regarding them as _ illegal. 
His argument took up considerable 
time and he cited numerous decisions 
in support of his position. The District 
Attorney displayed a commendable 
spirit of moderation in his statements, 
and while not severe upon the offi- 
cials, appeared to do his full duty by 
the county. 


PRELIMINARY SKIRMISHING. 


Major Mann and W. M. Boardman, 
appeared for the county officers. The 
defence was conducted by the Major, 
who was in high feather, full of law 
and bristling with argument. Before 
the regular engagement commenced, 
the Major explaised the leading feat- 
ures of the case to the court, and read 
the agreement between the officials 
and the County Commissioners. He 
also introduced in evidence for the 
County Clerk, certain bills charged 
against the county by the incumbent 
of that office in 1866, to show “cun- 
“temporaneous authority.” Bowman 
objected to this and brought out a 
compliment from the Mayor, who said 
that the county had had “a yood many 
District Attorneys, some of whom 
were very able, as is the present 
holder of the office.” The Major car- 
ried his point and put in his bills. 
Among them was 


A BILL CHARGED BY BECK, 


the ammount of which was $4. The 
charge was made by H.H. Beck, while 
acting as County Clerk in 1867, and 
was for furnishing the Crescent with 
a copy of the minutes of a meeting of 
the board of County Commissioners. 
A little discussion ensued between the 
counsel, about this time,in reference to 
the examination of bills. Bowman 
said that, in his capacity as District 
Attorney, he didn’t critically examine 
one long bill out of fifty. He hadn’t 
time. He also stated that Bowker had 
misrepresented him in same of ‘his 
statements made in red ink oo the 
records of the Justice’s Court. 


GETTING DOWN TO LAW. 


Bowman at last fairly launched in- 
tohis argument, by bringing up the 
case of the eight prize-fighters. These 
men had been arrested and tried to- 
gether in the Justice’s court, and the 
county was charged for eight differ- 
ent cases. There was another case of 
six V ts who were arrested and 
tried together, but the charge was for 
six trials. Dowman held that these 
cases should have been charged as one. 
(The Court remarked that two men 
cannot be tried together unless there 
is complicity shown. If prisoners are 
tried ther the Justice should not 
charge for separate cases.) 

SHEKIFF'S FEES. 
Bowman contended that the Sherift's 
charge of $2 for taking a prisoner be- 
fore the Grand Jury is illegal. Charg- 
es for bringing prisoners from the 
place of arrest to the county seat are 
also illegal. The fees alluwed by law

FEES OF THE COUNTY CLERK. 


The County Clerk had made ille- 
gal charges for services performed for 
the County Commissioners. The 
Clerk is entitled by statute to his $100 
a year for such services, and to noth- 


ing more whatever. There had been 
charges made for services rendered 
while the Board was in session. An- 
other illegal charge is that for admin- 
istering oaths on claims made on the 
county. Bowman contended that the 
fee should be paid by the person 
making the claim. e fees act al- 
lows the Clerk only $1 for swearing a 
jury. (There appearing to be some 
doubt in Mr. Boardman’s mind as to 
whether the District Attorney knew 
what he was talking about or not, he 
asked him: “What isa jury?” Bow- 
man gave his notion of what constitu- 
ted a jury. Counsel for the defence 
asking no further questions, the case 
went on). Theclerk charges $3 for 
swearing twelve men, and in a certain 
case where 100 jurors were called, the 
charge for administering oaths was as 
high as $33. The Justice of the Peace 
charges in the same way. Again, the 
charge for peremptory challenge to a 
juror, as a motion or order, is illegal 
See section 1959 of (7). Again, the 
Clerk makes an illegal charge of 50. 
cents each for issuing subpeenas on 
the part of defendants in criminal 
cases. In the case of Bicknell vs. 
Amador Co.; 30 Cal. 237; the county 
clerk had charged certain entries ac 
for motions and orders. Held that 
services could not be charged for un- 
less specially provided by statur-. 
Reference was also made to the case 
of the State vs. Waites, in this connec- 
tion. (This closed the District Attor- 
ney’s argument. Plaintiff rests.) 


The Defence. 

Major Mann arose at 8:45 to reply 
for the defence. His argument lasted 
an hour auda half,in the course of 
which he cited many legal authorities. 
He made an able, clear and straight- 
forward exposition of the case for the 
county offcers. He first took up the 
questien of charging a fee for taking a 
prisoner before the Grand Jury. The 
Major claimed that such a fee is pro- 
vided for in the fee bill of the Sheriff. 
He took the ground that a prisoner 
can only be brought into and removed 
from the court on an order from the 
presiding judge, and that the law al- 
lows $1 for serving every such order. 
No charge is made for trivial orders 
such as those in respect to fuel, etc., 
but every order in a case on trial is 
properly subject to charge. The Leg- 
islature has provided a fee of $2 fora 
similar service, viz., taking a prisoner 
before the court ona writ of habeas 
corpus. 

TRANSPORTATION OF PRISONERS. 


In regard to the charge for bringing 
prisoners to the county seat, the Ma- 
jor said that it is not made as a fee. 
It is simply a charge for expenses, and 
is nut provided for in the fee bill any 


more than fuel is. Itis something 
with which the fee bill has nothing to 
do. The statute does not require the 
Sheriff to furnish transportation for 
prisoners. (Reference madeto Ellis vs. 
Washoe and to two other cases where 
such expenses had been allowed by 
county commissioners and sancticned 
by the Supreme Court.) In the speci- 
fied case of a charge for expenses in- 


prisoner from Pyramid to the county 
jail, it is admitted by the District At- 
torney that, had the officer charged 
what he was entitled to for mileage, 
the mileage alone would haveamounted 
to 4 doliars more than the bill rendered. 
The District Attorney admits the right 
to charge for mileage both going and 
coming in such cases, yet vo charge 
for double mileage has ever been 
made. 


CHARGES FOR ATTENDANCE. 

The charge of $5 perday the Ma- 
jor claimed to be allowed by the Act, 
fn cases where it is necessary for two 
men to be in attendance on the court. 
There are times when the Sheriff or 
his deputy is obliged to be absent from 
the room, in attendance on a jury, and 
when someone must take his place in 
court. The charge of $5 per day for 
attendance on the Board of County 
Commissioners was authorized by 
special agreement with the Board. 
The Commissioners’ business required 
the attendance of the Sherift in the 
case cited. 


DEFENDING THE CLERK'S CHARGES. 


The charge of 25 cents for filing 
claims against the county is allowed 
by the second clause of the fee bill. 
Tne service is performed when the 
Board is not in session. In regard to 
the charge for swearing in jurors it was 
explained that the administered 
to jurors on entering the box are mere- 
ly prelimi and refer to qualifi- 
cation caly. Ties it often happened 
that un cases where many jurors were 
drawp,. asin the case cited, there 
would be many oaths administered, 
and the cost to the county would be 
therefore considerable. The

The Fire Department in About the 
Same Condition as it Wasa Year Ago 


To-Day.

No.1, and “48” Hose Co., bo ap- 
pointed to find out who the parties 
are who should replank the cistern 
near Chamberlain’s hotel, the 
same t9 be put in _ proper 
condition. The officers of Reno En- 
gine Co. No. 1, have at all times done 
their utmost for the welfare and effi- 


ciency of the company, and have at 
times met with bu very little encour- 
agercent from the public, and prop- 
erty owners generally, nO one seeming 
to take any interest whatever in fire 
matters; but when a fire does occur, 
expect us to work wonders, with al- 
most nothing to do it with. We con- 
sider that the town is not pow, even 
after our sad experience of March 2d, 
1879,fin any way sufficiently protected 
against another fire. Our water sup- 
ply is insufficient; the main pipes 
are not large enough if it becomes 
necessaty to work for any length of 
time. The only cistern available is 
the one at the head of Sierra St. which 
we pumped dry three times that day, 
the other two cisterns on Commercial 
Row being covered with sheets of 
flame. Had we had a good supply of 
water in the first cistern mentioned, 
no doubt a great many ltuildings on 
the north side of the track could have 
been saved. Wedo not express our- 
selves in this manner to seek the sym- 
pathy of the public or anything of the 
sort, all we ask 1s to have the prop- 
erty owners and business men take a 
little more interest. Some parts of

for instance, all that property north 
of the track in the neighborhood of 
Mr. Leete. This town should, as soon 
as possible, be supplied with fire plugs. 
We always find plenty of belp to talk 
of fires and to countermand our or- 
ders, and make all the confusion pos- 
sible; but few to workand render us 
any assistance. Our company con- 
sists of about thirty members, of whom 
we can always depend on about eight 
or ten turning out and working at a 
fire. Most seem to think to get their 
pames on our books is all that is nec- 

They do not even deem it 
proper to attend our meetings once a 
month. This is but poor enepurage- 
ment for us, the majority of whom 
have little or nothing at stake in the 
tewn, but are willing at all times to 
do our utmost to protect the property 
of Reno from destruction;in these ef- 
forts we often ruin our clothes and en- 
danger our lives.

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LEADVILLE LETTER. 


A Reno Man’s First Impressions of the 
Great Carbonate Camp, 


Epirron Gazetrreé:—Having kept 
your readers long in waiting to hear 
some pews of Colorado, I take this, 
my first opportunity, to give you 
some idea of the resources of this 
state. Leadville being the first city I 
came to, and being the great central 
point of the state, I will give a de- 
scription of it. Upon arriving at this 
town, the first thing that meets your 
eye isa long row of log cabins, wherein 
live miners, bankers, merchauts, and, 
in fact, all classes belonging to this 
great city. Lumber being too high, 
they have to use logs to make houses 
with. Brick houses are a curiosity 
here. The business streets of this 
town are just three in number, Har- 
rison Avenue, State St, and Maio St, 
The stores aré nearly all woodea shan- 
ties, the smallest of which will rent 
for about $250 per month. I know of 
one wouden building paying $30,000 
per year. 

Asfor business here, at present 
there is very little. There are abont 
40,000 people in this city, and about 
half of them you will find crowding 
the streets, looking for work or for 


something to eat. Emigrants are 
coming in thick and fast from the 
east and south. Most of them will 
remain here until the spring, when 
they will start offfor the newly dis- 
covered countries on the Eagle and 
Gunyson rivers, There have been re- 
ported some rich strikes along in the 
Gunyson county and it is expected 
that within six weeks there will bea 
rush of about 50,000 people into that 
country. Everyone going there ex- 
pects to make a fortune. it would be 
nothing surprising to see a rush back 
during the summer, for that is the na- 
ture of these exgitements. 

There are about fourteen good pay- 
ing mines here; they are nearly all 
controlled hy New York parties, and 
every Mine owner you meet will teil 
you his is the best paying mine in the 
world. Tireyare worked on an entire- 
ly different plan than those in Vir- 
ginia City. They have no such ma- 
chinery here. 

Living is fearfully high here. You 
cannot procure any kind of a meal for 
less than $1 or $1 25. They will 
charge you forasmall, shabby room 
$40 per month. The men who seem 
to prosper most here are the liquor 
merchants and the restauranters. 
There are about twenty-five or thirty 
dance houses here, running in full 
blast every night; also four or five 
theatres and variety shows. I will 
shortly send you an account of Lead- 
ville mines. Just as soon as the 
weather permits, I will start out into 
the Gunyson country and send you 
the reports of some of the mines and 
the country in general, The cold is 
intense here. We have about a foot 
of snow on the ground. WEIL.

Feed is getting somewhat scarce in 
Sierra and adjoining valleys, and cat- 
tle are being moved this way in con- 
sequence. 

A Scarcity of Rabbits.

Valley road last fall without seeing | P

But Sunday a party of 
three Reno sportsmen scoured the bills 
and plains about Alkali Lake, armed 
with breech loaders, and returned to 
town without a rabbit or bird of any 
kind. They report that they saw 
none on the road, either going er com- 
ing, and that while hunting through 
the brushifarabbit caught sight of 
them a quarterof a mile away it 
would turn tail and run for the moun‘- 
ains as though the devil were after it.

A. L. HURD WINNING THE 
CHAMPIONSHIP OF 
RENO. 


The Match Between the American and 
The Italian Tuesday Night—Caldera 
Goes Speedily to Grass—More Weight 
Than Science Exhibited—A Contest 
In Which The Spectators Were 


Disappointed. 


The wrestling match between A. L. 
Hurd and Angelo Caldera, for the 
championship of Reno and $100 a side, 
took place Tuesday in the Nevada 
Theatre. About 150 spectators were 
present. Caldera stepped on the stage 
before nine o'clock, and prepared for 
action. Hurd made his’ appearance a 
quarter of an hour later. Dr. Hogan, 
for some reason, did not appear as ref- 
eree, W.J. Curtis and Asa Dawson 
were chosen referees by the wrestlers. 
W, I. Getchell acted as umpire. 


THE PRELIMINARIES. 


* When the men were ready for the 
~ contest, the curtain was rung up and 
Mr. Dawson, stepping to the froxt, 
announced that there were no other 
rules governing the match than those 


mutually upon between the 
men and reduced to writing. These 
rules were that “‘a fal] shall consist in 
both shovliers striking the floor 
squarely. Either party breaking his 
hold to save himself from falling, it 
it shall be declared a fall against him. 
An intermission of fifteen minutes 
shall be allowed between each bout. 
The contestants to be ‘called by the 
referee, and either failing to come to 
time shall be declared the loser of the 
match,” 
THE FIRST BOUT. 


Time was called at 9:05. The men 
stepped forward, bowed tothe audience, 
sheok each other's hands, and then 
grasped each other by collar and el- 
bow. Both the men were dressed as 


usual; the only preparation they made 
for the struggle being the removal of 
coat and vest. Caldera, not being en- 
cumbered witha vest, required but 
little time to get ready. A few seconds 
were spent by the men in getting each 
a secure grip of his antagonist's cloth- 
ing, then followed a slow scuffle for 
half a minute,which closed by the Ital- 
ian’s feet flying out from under him 
and his shculders coming in somewhat 
violent contact with the fleoring of 
the stage. A fall was declared by the 
referees. The bout lasted about one 
minute, and closed amid the‘derisive 
cheering of the spectators. 
THE SECOND STRUGGLE 

was with what is called a side hold. 
Time was called at 9:15. The left 
hand of Hurd gripped Caldera’s right, 
while each embraced the other’s body 


with the remaining arm. Hurd 
asked for and was given “the right 
hand upper hold.” The disproport:un 
in the size and weight of the contest- 
ants showed the most in this bout. 
Caldera could not reach his left arm 
around his adv and was content 
to grip the belt and waist band of his 
trousers. The Italian struggled to get 
his head under his opponent's arm and 
thus get aleverage™ which his burly 
antagonist could not resist. Hurd's 
policy wasto trip the Italian. Each 
seemed afraid of the other’s legs, and 
the two displayed about the same de- 
gree of agility and activity that would 
exhibited in a contest between an 
elephant and a rhinoceros. Yet in 
this bout there was a nearer approach 
to wrestling than in either the first or 
the third. First one and then the 
Other of the men would bave his feet 
‘lifted. from the floor, and each had 
several mtly marrow escapes 
from falling. At last the Italian got 
his head where he wanted it. and put- 
ng Out all his strength, lifted Hurd 
om the floor, and turning him in the 
, threw him on his back, The Ital- 
himself fell to the floor, face 
nward, but clear of Hurd. 
id's shoulders had not touched the 
od, but still he lay there, and after 
a pause of five seconds, the Itslian 
crawled over him and pressed his back 
tothe planks. The referees declared 
a fall; tame of the bout, three min- 
utes. 


THE THIRD TUSSLE 


was again collar and elbow. Time was 
called at 9:29. The men came prompt- 
ly to the scratch,andat once commenced 
to struggle. The Italian betrayed an 
anxiety to get the Roman hold (ahand 
behind his adversary’s neck) but Hurd 
wouldo’t allow any such familiarity. 
There was some ox-like shuffling 
about the stage, a little pulling and 
hauling, and at last a quick trip from 
Hurd’s left foot sent the Italian 
anaes on his back.

THE WINNER OF THE MATCH 


is a man of enormous strength. While 
engaged as section boss on the Central 
Pacific railroad, he has been known to 
lift an iron rail, weighing 600 pounds, 
in his twohands, and to carry it,beld in 
front of him, a short distance. He is 
six feet four inches high and weighs 
240 pounds. Witha florid complex- 


ion, full face, and erect figure, he is a 
picture of robust and vigorous man- 
hood, though not a model of grace 
orsymmetry. Referring to Caldera’'s 
feat of raising a man with one finger, 
Hurd says that he tried the same 
thing, himself, the other day for the 
first time. He succeeded in lifting a 
man weighing 150 poucds on one fin- 
ger, but it cost him (Hurd) a consider- 
able effort. As to lifting men by the 
ankles and holding them erectin the 
air, Hurd thinks that it would be a 
very heavy man that he could not han- 
dle in that way.

Caldera seemed to be doing his 
best, as a wrestler, but he was con-— 
tending with a giant, both in height 
and weight. And it may be that his 
knowledge of wrestling is less than 
his backers supposed.

Caldera had 
no money at stake, and Hurd had all 
his coin en himself. Neither could 
have had any interest in giving away 
the match. Hurd is so confident of 
his superior strength that he is willi 
to “pull sticks” with the Italian an 
allow him thirty pounds extra weight 
on hisback.

STEAMBOAT DITCH TAXES. 


A Letter on the Subject From the 
Secretary of the Company. 


Eprror Gazetre: In your issue ot 
yesterday appears an article headed 
‘*Why is It?” that the Steamboat Ditch 
Co, refuse to pay the pull tax for its 
Chinamen 4s directed by law, and that 
there was eight hundred and forty 
dollars due from the ccmpany for 
poll tax$and nearly sixty from 
the ditch property. Now, Mr. 
tor, wonld it not.have looked a little 
more like fair dealing to have learned 
both sides of the story before pro- 
nouncing sentence’? Permit me to re- 
fer you to section fifty of the Revenue 
Act, as amended. It is there provided 
“that any person, Company or corpora- 
tion shall be liable for the poll tax of 
their or its emp'oyees, to the extent 
of what may then or thereafter be due 
them, and no further.” “At the time 
the assessor went over the line of the 


Ditch company’s works, the contract- 
ors were indebted tothe company 
several thousand dollars, and the com- 
pany never has been able to get even 
with them. Hence there was nothing 
in the hands of the Ditch company be- 
longing to the contractors, that the 
assessor could reach. Had there been 
money due the . contractors, it would 
have made no difference to the com- 
pany whether it was paid for poll 
taxes or other purposes. On the con- 
trary, they would have munch pre- 
ferred paying thetax. But, with the

pany ought by all weans to pay tlie 
sixty dollars, and I must be permitted 
to decline conceding the point before. 
There has been a great amount of la- 
bor performed on said canal since the 
date ot assessment, and yet it is not 
completed. It will yet require an 
outlay of several thousand dollars be- 
fore water can be run through it. 
Please be a little lenient eoala the 
few ranchers that have had to shoul- 
der this enterprise, that will ultimately 
yield considerable to the state and 
county revenue, and deal justly to- 
wards our District Attorney, who has 
doubtless looked inte these matters, 
in all their bearings, and proposes to 
act accordingly.
